Sierra Madre 
Drops In Rank 

Los Angeles County for 
the past 31 years has been 
represented by the Regional 
Planning Commission, which 
is-wes quarterly bulletins 
throughout the year notify¬ 
ing those interested in the 
pfjpulation and bv.Mld i n g 
progne.ss of each incon^or- 
ated city within the county. 
It shows increases, declines 
and rank of all cities, and 
reports the progress or de¬ 
cline of the unincorporated 
areas. 

In its l.a.st quarterly report 
for 1974, it showed that 
Sierra Madre had dropped in 
population by four persons 
and now stands at 12,136 
since the 1970 census was 
completed. In this los.s, it 
further showed that Sierra 
Madi-e dropped from the 
rank cla.ssification of 64 to 
65, w^ith Palos Verdes 
Estates with a population 
gain of 775 passing Sierra 
Madre. There are 78 incor¬ 
porated cities in the county 
with the City of Vernon 
being number 78 Ln rank 
and of course Los Angeles 
as niutmber 1. 

In the building field Sier¬ 
ra Madre showed up fairly 
well. Since the 1970 census 
the number of dwellings in¬ 
creased from 4,444 to 4,490, 
an increase of 46, with sin¬ 
gle housing units dropping 
three and multiple dwel¬ 
lings increasing 49. 

In an over-all total for the 
county the comm i s s 1 o n 
showed that since the cen¬ 
sus year of 1970, the total 
combined cities had a gain 
of population of 14,436, but 
the incorporated areas lost 
a total of 22,277 for an all- 
over loss of 7,841. The total 
population for the entire 
Cinmty of Los Angeles at 
this time is 7,034,139. 

Of the increa.ses in hou¬ 
sing, single {Units in the en¬ 
tire county single units in¬ 
creased by 64 1 per cent for 
a total of 1,710,848; while 
multiple units acounted for 
,35.9 per cent for a total of 
2.671,096.

More Than Just 
Forest Fires 

Not veiy many Califor¬ 
nians know it but California 
Division of Forestry (CDF' 
personnel dc.- more than 
fight forest fires. 

In fact, in many counties 
they also ,put out building 
fires, grass fires, all kinds 
of fires — in addition to the 
old-fashioned forest fire. 

In many cities, where they 
provide fire protection, they, 
of course, never see a forest 
fire hut handle just about 
ev^ery other kind. In Santa 
Monica, for example, they 
are the firemen for the 
Orange County .Airport, one 
of the busiest in the (x»un- 
try. 

So it slxeuldn’t come as a 
surprise that a new training 
handbook Just for siructural 
fires has been issucxl by CDF 
to all units that furnish 
such fire protection in the 
state. 

The new handbook covers 
suoh subjects as the use of 
ladders, breathing appara¬ 
tus, portable fire extinguisn- 
ers, ropes, knots, and sal¬ 
vage procedures tp be fol¬ 
lowed after a fire. 

Before the year is out, ad¬ 
ditional sections will be 
added about fire-hose prac¬ 
tices, resuscitators, purriips, 
rescue, forcible entry, and 
ventilation. 

CDF is a .division of the 
Department of Conservation.

Supervisor Pete Schaba- 
rum today ordered his staff 
to concentrate their efforts 
on trimming preliminary de¬ 
partment budget requests, 
noting a startling upward 
trend that reflects a possible 
20 per cent Increase in costs 
in fiscal 1975-76. 

Schabanum said of the 
preliminary requests r o - 
ceived so far, all show cost 
increases ranging from 15 
to 25 per cent. 

“If that pattern contin- 
ue.s,” said the First District 
Suipervisor, “weTl be facing 
a reque.sted half-billion dol¬ 
lar budget Increase before 
the Board of Supervisors 
gets into formal budgetary 
deliberations." 

Schabarum said he has 
instructed his staff, each of 
whom has been assigned 
several departm e n t s for 
budget studies, to look close¬ 
ly at funding requests and 
recommend cuts where pos¬ 
sible. 

Schabarum said the Board 
actually will be dealing 
with two sets of documnts 
when it begins budget de¬ 
liberations. One will be 
what each requesting agency 


wants for the coming year 
and the other will be a 
suggested across-the-board 
austerity budget. 

Formal recommendations 
will be made to the board 
i,n early May after the Chief 
Administrative Officer ha.s 
reviewed department re- 
ejuests and held iiearings 
with tiie reque.sting depart¬ 
ment lieads. 

iHe said so far prelimin¬ 
ary budgets have been re¬ 
ceived for 24 County agen¬ 
cies, 23 of them General 
Fund departments. 

The total allotment for 
the departrhents whose pre¬ 
liminary requests are al¬ 
ready in hand' was $171,169,- 
649 for fiscal 1974 - 75. 
7'hey’re asking for $208,431,- 
200 for the upcoming fiscal 
year, 

The increase of $37,261,551 
indicates a trend that, when 
projected to all requesting 
agency's preliminary bud¬ 
gets, could mean a half 
billion dollar jump in costs 
if they are approved. 

The current county bud¬ 
get is .$3 billion.

The 
Tournament of Roses has re¬ 
sided in the stnu.cture since 
1960. For years, the Rose 
Parade started in front of 
the famous address.

Q. — I bought 50 shares 
of W. T. Grant at $35, and 
it was paying $1.10 divi¬ 
dend. I’ve considered buying 
some more at today’s price 
or switching to Kresge at 
S18-$20. What do you thlnh 
Grant’s prospects are? 

A. — Here are some of the 
things I would think about. 
Grant is one of the nation’s 
veiy large retailers with 
over 1,000 stores. It carried 
out an expensive expansion 
program, and many people 
have .said it didn’t do a good 
job in that it was starting 
the program, chose some 
marginal loea t i o n s, de¬ 
veloped a poorly balanced 
inventory and got caught 
with a lot of borrowed 
money at high interest 
rates. The company has 
needed help from its bank.'. 
Those are the bad points. 

On the good side, the com¬ 
pany placed a man in 
charge a few months ago 
who has had an excellent 
record; he has inaugurated 
a cost .savings program that 
should be very helpful. He 
will, of course, also have to 
produce a bu.siness building 
program, and hopefully you 
will see that announced 
soon. The phess has carried 
stories that the company’s 
■banks are going to continue 
to supply Grant with credit. 
It is too early to be sure 
what will happen to the 
company, but it appears 
the steps are being taken 
that could turn it around. 

At this point, I would not 


be inclined to buy more of 
the stock except from a very 
speculative viewiroint. In 
your case, however, in view 
of the value of your invest¬ 
ment at this point and the 
percentage of it that would 
be involved in paying the 
costs of another sale and 
purchase, I’d be inclined to 
stay with the company. If it 
makes it, you should even¬ 
tually experience a sizable 
recovery in its price. 

Q. — With so many Money 
Funds it is hard to decide 
which one is the best. Could 
you comment o,n the one 
which has the best manage¬ 
ment and the highest yield'' 

A. — No, I couldn’t. Most 
Money Funds are quite new 
and I don’t believe there 
has been enough of a sea¬ 
soning .period to give a re¬ 
liable picture of what their 
future performance may be. 
If we are coming into a 
period of low'er inter e s t 
rates, as many people be¬ 
lieve we are, then these 
funds '"ony be less attractive 
than they have bee.n. 

Q. — It’s tax time, and 
I’d like to know if we have 
to pay any taxes in our In¬ 
vestment Club. One member 
says we have to pay taxes 
even though the value of 
our stocks is down. 

A. — It’s likely that your 
club has received dividends 
and therefore hag taxable 
income even though the 
price of your stocks may¬ 
be down. It’s a complicated 
subject, and I’d suggest you 
send Us a check for $5, pay-

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The People Musf Know

ITEM: Sacramento Superior Court Judge Irving Per- 
luss has ruled that illegal aliens here from any country 
In the world are eligible for welfare at once. This paranoic 
ruling, unless reversed could cost the California property 
taxpayers hundreds of millions of dollars. What people 
is this a government of? 

ITEM: A bill, A.B. 119 by Los Angeles Assembly- 
man Bill Greene, would repeal many provisions of local, 
state and public employer employee relations and enact 
a "Collective Bargaining Act" for public employees with 
a provision for binding arbitration. I predict this bill 
will pass unless every legislator in Sacramento is literally 
flooded with letters from taxpayers, objecting to this 
very bad bill. 

Already public employees are the most powerful poli¬ 
tical force In the nation. They have huge campaign funds 
which, when added to the power to strike plus share man¬ 
agement of all public affairs constitutes a serious threat 
to free or representative government. This bill, if passed 
would create a monopolistic taxing power and give public 
employees a hammerlock over all of the people and all 
of government. 

One lone Congressman wanted the Congress not to 
adjourn for the holidays but stay and work on inflation, 
unemployment, crime and energy. But Congress brushed 
off this eccentric lawmaker who had the public interest at 
heart and went home for the holidays in a very happy 
and affluent mood, and for a good reason. Money. 

Last year Congress set up a very hush, hush Admin¬ 
istration Committee with authority to raise Congressional 
fringe benefits secretly, with no public notice and with¬ 
out limit. This committee greased the palms of each Con¬ 
gressman with a raise from $12,500 a year to $62,500 a 
year. Most of which is non-taxable not accountable to 
anybody. 

This underhanded slick taxpayer “rip off" is far worse 
than Watergate and will cost the taxpayers 500 times as 
much money. Most of these Congressmen were elected by 
those brilliant citizens who refused to vote on election day. 

After he was confirmed as Vice Pr£*sident of the United 
States, Nelson Rockefeller made one of the most intel¬ 
ligent political statements I have ever heard. It was “There 
is nothing wrong with Amercia that we Americans can 
not put right.” Rockefeller was not talking about the 
government, he was talking about the people. L^t’s do it. 

It Is Ironic so many people in this free country claim 
they, themselves can not do anything about the problems 
we have, but must be told by some leader what to do. The 
people are 220 million strong, living in the most success¬ 
ful and productive land on earth, with a government sup¬ 
posedly of, by and for the people. 

How is it that we are hysterically crying for a man 
named Ford to show us the light and the way to save 
us all as if it was a one man job. 

We should remember Winston Churchill’s answer to 
Hitler’s demand to appease Germany. Churchill said “what 
kind of a people does he think we are?’’ Churchill did 
not say "what kind of a govrnment does he think we 
have?" 

Can It be truly said that we, the American people do 
not know what to do about the energy crisis, how to choose 
officials who hold the public Interest first, how to put 
a stop to crime or solve our educational disaster? Are 
we as a people at a loss to understand what must be 
done to increase our productivity, lower our costs and by 
so doing to curb Inflation? Arc we totally helpless to 

keep ourselves from being taxed to death? Are we now 
the kind of a people that can’t wipe our own noses, comb 
our own hair or go to the bathroom unless some political 
leader becomes our seeing eye dog? 

If we have degenerated into this kind of a people, 
no Congressman, Senator, Governor or President can save 
us. If we continue to be a yes, but and a what if people 
we will never find out where it is we need to go until 
it is too late. 

If you as a citizen expect anything else, I cite you a 
joint statement Issucxi last week by the Democratic lead¬ 
ership in the Congress. Senator Robert Bird, Democratic 
Whip, Speaker Carl Albert and Senate President Mike 
Mansfield announced the Congress had no plans or pro¬ 
grams of its own at all to curb Inflation or stop reces¬ 
sion, and that they were waiting for President Ford to 
offer something. They said if they didn’t like what Ford 
offered they would suggest some changes. Oh, brother. 

The Democratic big Enchelada is Robert S. Strauss, 
the exact equivalent of the Republican big Enchelada John 
Mitchell. Both served as National Chairman of their poli¬ 
tical parties. Mltchel has^ been convicted on campaign 
fund charges, and now Strauss has confessed to receiving 
and spendnig $50,000 of Illegal oil company contributions, 
but Strauss says he did not know any better, and did 
not understand the law. Well to you and I, Ignorance of 
the law is no excuse, but I would bet my shirt that Strauss 
never appears before Sirica or anyone else. It’s the double 


standard.

The 41st Veep completes the first two-man nonelected 
team this nation has ever had.
